Jordan and Jerusalem 


“ The second point relates to Jerusalem. 


The part of Palestine which is now united 
to. the Kingdom of Jordan includes a 

rtiion of the area defined in the 

esolution on the internationalisation of 
Jerusalem. adopted by the General 
Assembly of. the United Nations on 9th 
December, 1949. His Majesty's Govern- 
ment wish to state that, pending a final 
determination of the status of. this area, 
they are unable (o. recognise 
sovereignty over any part of it.. They do, 
however, recognise that Jordan exercises 
de facto authority in the part occupied 
by her. They consider, therefore, that the 
Anglo-Jordan treaty apphes to this part, 
unless or until the United Nations shall 
‘have established effective authority there. 


His Majesty's Government's obligations

His: Majesty's Government wish. to 
add. that they have ho 
requesting the establishment of military 
bases in pedce time within the area of 
Palestine now united to the Kingdom of 
Jordan.

First, that His Majesty's Government are 
unable to recognise the sovereignty: of 
israel ever that part of Jerusalem which 
she occupies,

Secondly, that His 
Majesty's Government cannot regard the 
present boundaries - between Israel, and 
Egypt, Jordan, Syria and the Lebanon 
as constituting the definitive frontiers of 
Israel, these boundaries. were. laid 
down in. the Armistice Agreements con- 
cluded: severally between israe! and each 
‘of ‘these.

Foreign Office Denial

tn spite of de jure recognition of Israel 
by Britain, there ts as yet no indication 


that British policy in regard to the supply 


of arms to the Middle East is changing. 
The Foreign Office has, however, shown 
some signs of embarrassment ai the 
unceasing campaign in London, Tel 


Aviv, and Washington against the supply 
.of arms to the Arab States while. they 
still refused to Israel ;

Here is an unusual book, conceived 
and written by an unusual person. 
Viadimir Jabotinsky, Revisionist leader 
and founder of the New Zionist Organi- 
sation, was a man of great brilliance and 
versatility who, in all his activities, was 


not afraid of striking out into new paths — 


and daring ventures. Among tis many 
accomplishments he possessed the gifts of. 
a born linguist, translating into modern 
Hebrew the classics of no fewer than 
seven European languages. 
- the midst of harassing political preoccu- 
 pations, he began to work. on a Hebrew 
textbook in Latin characters, which he. 
completed a year later, Shortly before 
he died, | 


The manuscript. “ Taryag Millim.”’ has 


now been published by the Jabotinsky 
Foundation of Johannesburg, under the 
editorship of Mr. Harry Kaplan, in a 
small. volume of 100 pages. It is the 
first: book of its kind aiming at making’ 
modern Hebrew easily accessible to 
English-speaking beginners. The use of 
the Latin transcription has, in the words 
of: the author, “nothing to: do with the 
question whether Latin characters should. 
or should not be adopted generally for. 
printing Hebrew books or newspapers.” 
li is adopied here solely in order to make: 
the transition easy for those. aspiranis to 
‘spoken Hebrew who are not adept in 
Hebrew reading. In this, it must. be 
conceded. it succeeds admirably.. The 


success is due to the entirely original - 


approach to. Hebrew grammar which 
the author adopts, no fess than to his 
novel orthography. Without having. first 
to don laboriously the working cidihes 
of a new alphabet and. of an wunaccus- 
tomed way. of reading, the student is 
taken straight into the workshop where the.

INDUSTRIAL IDEALS 
Ideals In Industry. By Ronatp Rep- 
MaYNE.. Montague Burton Lid: Golden 


Jubilee issue. ‘ 
Reviewed by PAUL EMDEN 


This golden “jubilee . souvenir of 
Montague Burton, Lid., gives insight into 
the firm’s contribution as prime movers 
in industrial. conciliation and describes 
the origin. and rise of the company itself. 
When, 50 years ago. it was started wih 
a borrowed £100. the clothing industry 
was about to break with the past. 
divisional system of production—by 
which the time-honoured principle “ one 
man one garment” was replaced by the 
more efficient one team one garment 
—had, aided by the speedier and 
‘mechanically greatly” improved sewing 
machine, transformed a craft into an 
industry—an industry which was a_ hot- 
bed of sweated labour, with an accident 
and mortality rate which was alarmingly 
high and wages which were alarmingly 
low. 

From the. first, the founder of the 
firm has stressed that low wages are a 
false economy.

personal choice and renounced his 
Jewishness.

It may well be that the decline of 
Yiddish was inevitable and would have 
come about sooner or later as the result 
of a natural process of integration into 
ihe surrounding culture that proved 
stronger than its own inherited force.

In 1841, Raphall went to Birmingham as

The invitation to open the House of 
Representatives with anh invocation 
probably came to him not only. because 
he was Known.in rabbinical and literary 
circlés in New York, but because of his 
connections. with the Democratic~ Party 
and its politicians in. New. York. The 
Fedéral administration was then Demo- 
cratic. headed by President Buchanan. In 
January, 1861, Rabbi Raphall preached a 
sermon professing to show that. the Bible 
‘ancuioned slavery; the sermon was widely 
reproduced by the supporters of slavery. 
In Manchester, England, Rabbi Gustav 
Gottheil preached two sermons in refuta- 
tion of Raphall's thesis. When the Con- 
federates attacked Fort Sumter, however, 
Rabi Raphall supported the Union 


cause, and his son served in the armed 


forces and received a severe wound.

Sirx.—-The recent. opinions expressed in 
your leader article concérning prospects 
or otherwise of the amalgamation. of the 
various Friendly Sociéties has caused very 
considerable . interest and discussion | in

It is opportune at-such a time to recall 
the basis of the movement and its aims. 
Essentially, the societies represented one 


facet of the upsurge of Jewish life and. 


‘ideals: at a time ‘of the growth of ‘the 
comnrunity in England in the early years 
of this century. It 1s true, of course, 


that at any time of change and develop- 


meni, new forms of expression and 
organisation are necessitated. 

And so it was at the turn of the 
century, when thousands of our brethren.

vitality, and their culture to this land. 

The mainspring of the societies, the 
ideal of mutual aid, was precisely that 
form of socially communal organtsation 
that most directly filled the needs of the 
strangers.

the destruction of the second common- 


wealth, Hebrew ceased ‘to be the spoken 
language of the Jews, but it is equally 


true that Hebrew was used throughout | 


the ages 98 a living language among 
certain sections of Jewry. prayers,
